J. Wiixes Boors.—We were re- 
cently shown a photograph of the 
bold assassin who mardered Prés- 
ident Lincoln, which portrait was 
sent to Mrs. Tabor, at Carson, 
some eighteen montlis ago. It has 
been identified as a correct like- 
ness of: the individual-it parporte 
to be, by Frank Maya, Rose, Gar- 
‘lo, and. others now at Maguire’s 
Opera House, who kuow him well 
as a theatrical character. It was 
shown to Miss Matilda Heron, who 
immediately recognized it as she 
expressed herself; <‘Alas! too 
welll! Alas! too well! 1!” and 
gave a written certificate to that 
effect. The portrait is of a man 
of about twenty-six or tweaty- 
seven years of age, therefure ~he 
must be some twenty-eight years 
old at present. He has black curly 
hair and black moustache, a large 
black eye, high and wide fore- 
head, and withal the determined 
look, which one would naturally 
look for in 3 man capable of such 
a murder. He is the youngest 
son of “Old Booth,” who was go 
well known a few years ago as a 
great actor. He is said by some 
to have been born in Baltimore, 
by others in Philadelphia; and it | 
is also said that he is the illegiti- 
mate son of Booth. One thing is 
certain—the family resemblance — 
is most unmistakably strong, and 
he is evidently a brother of J. B.

he committed. The instrument is bro- 
ken, but where is the hand by -which- it 
wielded —the bolt has been launch- 
ed and done its deadly work, now we 
have to look for the cloud whence it 
issued and sped uponits mission of death. 

In the deliberate assassination of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, a erime was consummated 
that, we may be eure, has not been done 
without some adequate motive more pc- 
tent than a mere blind desire for re- 
venge. There is more in this than can 
be accounted for by any such supposi- 
tion. Had revenge been sought; Grant, 
or Sherman, bad been the natural vic- 
tims, for they, and not Abraham Lincoln, 
have been the ministers of National ven- 
geance—at their hands bas treason re- 
ceived: its most deadly blows. 

We are told that the conspiracy for 
the murder of. the late President, to- 
gether with his Cabinet and all his pos- 
rible successors-in office. for so much 
did the fell plot embrace in its hellish 
scope, is traced: to the Knights of the 
Golden Circle and, again, to the St. Al- 
bans raiders, which simply means that 
these, who ail belong to the same frater- 
nity, are onfy the underlings of seme 
higher authority, still undiscovered, 
whose purposes these agents were en- 
deavoring to carry into execution. 

Who inspired the St. Albans raiders 
to their murderous work? Who com- 
missioned the would—be lake pirates 
to open their career of devastation, ra- 


pine and blood on our Norther borders? 


Who sent the incendiary minions into 
our cities to commit them to tbe flames, 
reckless of the lives of women and chil- 
dren, who must have perisbed by hun- 

dreds? When the raiders and lake 
pirates were arrested in Canada, by 
whom were they recognized as agents, 
and sought to be sheltered from punisb- 
ment? When the answer to all these 
questions is fonnd, we shall need to 
seek no further for the source of the 
conspiracy, whereby the death of Abra- 
ham Lincoln was compassed. 

Let us see if we cannot trace some 
connection between the League of As- 
sassins and Richmond, in this affair, as 
in others, scarcely less malignant. We 
do know that there was a conspiracy 
existing as early as March 1861, with 
the same end in view, and we know, 
further, that men then on the floor of 
Congress and afterwards members of the 
Confederate Government, were cogni- 
zant of and countenanced the deed. The 
scheme: seems to have slumbered for a 
time, but we remember distinctly, as 
many will, that only a few months since 
a refugee, we think it was, brought the 
news from Richmond of the active ex- 
istence of a conspiracy, having its birth 
in that city and with the consent of the 
rebel Government, to accomplish the 
very crime which has at length trans- 
pired, but only in part, as contemplated 
by its instigators. 

In Booth’s trunk was found a letter 
from a confederate, begging him to 
postpone the tragedy until orders could 
be obtained from Richmond—wherefore? 
In the same receptacle was found a Con- 
federate Colonel's uniform—kept for 

_ what purpose? Who were to be bene- 
fitted most by this scheme of wholesale 
murder, embracing at least as many 
agents for its consummation as intended 


victims? Not the assassins surely, at! 


Jeast, while they remained near the 
scene of their crime, or where the arm 
of vengeance could reach them. Their 
preparations for flight show that they 
expected and were prepared to be hunt- 
ed like wolves. 


Who then? Suppose the scheme had 


bern carried out as intended ; suppose | 


bands and a military dictatorship, for 


the time being, must become a ne, 


cessity. | 

Could rebels have wished anything 
more? The end at which they have been 
aiming for months past, bas been to ob- 
tain a settlement of the National diffi- 
culties by military commanders, There- 
by, in surrendering, they would obtain 
the rights of prisoners of war and could 
not be punished for political offenses. 
Failing in this, can we permit ourselves 
to doubt. that they have sought the same 
end by indirect means—by assassina- 


tion, in short? Is there anything in the 


character of Jeff Davis, or his confede- 
rates, which forbids the hypothesis? 
There is absolutely nothing, and the 
many crimes of which they have been 
instigators, only less notorious than this 
because kept secluded from the gaze of 
mankind--murdering prisoners of war in 
cold blood, or starving them to death by 
thousands with deliberate cruelty—these 
anda thousand other nameless crimes 
can never be expiated until all, all the 
chief leaders of the rebellion are gib- 
beted upon the gallows@repared for 
treason. Theirs is the guilt and theirs 
should be the punishment. Let us not. 
like the wounded bear. bite at the arrow 
that has pierced our side, forgetting the 
hidden hunter who aimed it.

Canby and Thomas were 
instructed, some duys ago, that Sher- 
man’s arrangement with Johnston was 
disapproved by the President. and they 
were ordered to disregard it and push 
the enemy in every direction. _

Richmond, April 26th. 

Gen’ls Meade, Sheridan and Wright 
are acting under orders, to pay no re- 
gard to any truce or order of General 
Sherman, respecting hostilities, on the 
ground, that, Sberman’s agreement 
could bind his own command oply, and 
no others. They were directed to push 
forward, regardless of orders from any 
one, except Gen. Grant, and cut off 
Johnston's retreat. 

Beauregard telegraphed to Danville, 
that a new arrangement had been made 
with Sherman, and that the advance of 
the 6th corps was to be suspended, un- 
til further orders. I have telegraphed 
back to obey no orders of Sherman; but 
to push forward as rapidly as possible. 
The bankers bere have information to- 
day, that Jeff. Davis with his especie is 
moviog south from Goldsboro, in wa- 
gons as fast as possible. I would sug- 
gest that orders be telegraphed through 
to Gen. Thomas, that Wilson is to obey 
no orders from Sherman and notifying 
him and Canby and all Commanders on 
the Mississippi, to take measures to in- 
tercept the rebel chiefs and their plund- 


er. Thespecie taken with them is esti-| 


mated bere from 6 to 15 millions.

Buford, commanding the rear guard, 
ordered 95,000 bales of cotton burned 
and it was done, despite the protests of 
the citizens.

New York, April 28th. 
The following is the statement of Ser- 


geant Boston Corbett, who shot Booth : 


On Tuesday forenoon my superior offi- 
cer, Lieut. Docherty, received informa- 
tion that two persons answering the de- 
scription of Booth and bis accomplice, 
Harrold, were concealed in a barn on 
the place of Henry Garrett, three miles 
from Port Royal. in the direction of 
Bowling Green. Near the latter place 
we captured a man named Gelt, who 


the Potomac. At first he denied know- 


ing anything about the matter, but when 


threatened with death if he did not re- 
veal, he told where the assassins were 
secreted. He told us where they could 
be found and piloted us to the place. 
Booth and Harrold reached the barn 
about dusk, on Tuesday evening. The 
baro was at once surrounded by our 
cavalry, and some of our party engag- 
ed in conversation with Booth from the 
outside. He was commanded to surren- 
der several times, but made no reply to 


the demand. save that, “if you want me, 


you must take me.”’. When first asked 
to surrender, he asked “Who do you 
take me for?” A short time after, in 
response toa questton as to whether 
there was anybody else with bim io the 
barn. he stated he was tbe only person 
in the building, and that his companion. 
Harrold, had taken another direction. 
und was beyond the reach of capture. 
At three o'clock or a little after, the 
barn was fired, but before the flame was 
kindled, Booth bad the advantage of us 
in respect to light; he could see us bu 
we could not see bim; but after that 
the tables were turned against bim. 
We could see him plainly. but could not 
be seen by him. The flames appeared 
to coufuse him, and he made a spring 
toward the door, as if to attempt to 
force his way out. Ashe passed hy one 
of the crevices in the barn,I fired at 
bim. I aimed at bis body. as I did not 
wantto killhim. I t@k deliberate aim 
at bis shoulder, bnt the aim was too 


bigh; the ball struck in the head, just 


below the right ear, passing through 


}and coming out about an inch above 


the leff ear. I think he stooped to pick 
up-something just as I fired ; that muy 
probably account for hia recciving the 
ball in the bead. 

I was not over 8or 10 yards distant 
from him when I fired and after be was 
wounded, I went into the barn. He was 
lying in a reclining position on the floor 
he was then carried out of the burning 


building into the open air, where he 


died in about 2 hours afterwards. A- 
bout an hour before he breatbed his 
last, he prayed for us to shoot bim 
through the heart and thus end his mi- 
sery. His sufferings appeared to be in- 
tense. Booth, although he could have 
killed several of our party, seemed to 
be afraid to fire. Mine was the only 
shot fired on either side. When he fell 
he had in his hand a six barrelled re- 
volver, and at his feet was lying a seven 


| Shooter, which he dropped after being 


wounded. Two other revolvers were al- 
so near of him. He declared that the 
arms belonged to him and that Harrold 
had nothing to do with the murder. He 


did not talk much after receiving his 


wound and when asked if he ‘had any- 
thing to say, he replied: I die for my 
country, and asked those standing by.
